RAIN AND DROUTH. 


THE EVER PRESENT THREAT OF COAL MINERS STRIKE. 


If no way i3 found to reconcile the differences between the 
operators and the miners, the country may then look forward to a 
cessation of work by all union coal miners on April I. This does! 
not mean that the wheels of industry must, beginning with that; 
date, stand still, or even after the supplies laid up by manufactur­ 
ing concerns in anticipation of this event are used up. The pres­ 
ent normal consumption of bituminous coal in the United States 
is about 7,000,000 tons weekly. 
Under the drive of war-time 
needs this production was increased for a short time to 15,000,000 
tons weekly. About 30 per cent of the bituminous miners are non- 
unionized, and it is expected that they will keep at work even in 
the event of a general strike and that they may produce as much 
as 4,000,000 tons per week. Such an amount of new production, 
when reinforced by the enormous accumulations of coal already 
mined—a result of the past year of acute industrial depression— 
should keep the wheels of industry* moving fairly well, although 
there will be vast waste and confusion in the redistribution of; 
transportation facilities following the closing down of more than ; 
half of the mines. 
It has been announced that the American 
Federation of Labor will support the coal miners in their strike, i 
and in February they were attempting to make an active alliance 
with the railway labor unions. 
Something must he done to change the whole system. 
No 
more tremendous and worthy task could be imagined for a man 
like Mr. Hoover. One set of men looks to an extension of govern­ 
ment control, or even to government ownership, for a solution of 
the problem. 
A greater number, mindful of our experience in 
government operation of its shippipg industry, feel that this 
would be jumping out of the frying pan into the fire.

OUR NEW POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


iN FACT THE ONLY WAY TO GET GOLD IS T O ^IO '*’ F O R ll 


President Harding is the first of the twenty-nine Presidents 
to select a man from the medical profession for a place in the 
cabinet. Perhaps this statement will start a controversy, but it is 
made with reasonable confidence. 
Dr. Hubert Work, whose appointment as Postmaster General 
was announced last week, and who assumed charge of the Post­ 
office-department last Saturday, has been a distinguished physi­ 
cian and is at this time the president of the American Medical 
Association. He becomes the second Colorado man ever to serve 
in the cabinet. 
Dr. Wrork’s appointment to the cabinet berth comes as a 
merited promotion, a recognition by the President of the excep­ 
tionally efficient service he has rendered for the past year as 
first assistant postmaster general. 
Dr. Work, of course, was not selected for Postmaster General 
because of his eminence as a physician. 
His remarkable ability 
as an an executive and organizer and his personal qualities com­ 
mended him for the high place. Postm aster General Hays drafted 
Dr. Work for first assistant because of his demonstrated execu­ 
tive ability and this ability, together with a year’s experience in 
the Postoffice Department, commended him to the President for 
promotion to the cabinet berth. 
Dr. Work has demonstrated there is, after all, something in 
a name. He works. Indeed, he is a hard worker—a tireless work­ 
er. He worked hard in the practice of his profession, and he has 
been an especially hard worker during the past year as first as­ 
sistant postmaster general.

Friction has sometimes* arisen be­ 
tween the farmer and the amin ll bown 
merchant 
serving 
the 
locality 
in 
which the farmer s land is situated. 
Recent prices for farm propjets, at 
odds with retail prices, have great­ 
ly aggravated the smoldering hos­ 
tility which thrives most where both 
sides feel a smarting sense of injus­ 
tice. During and after the war char­ 
ges of profiteering flew thick and 
fast, and neither the merchant 
nor 
the farmer escaped the fusillade. 
Fortunately, the 
differences 
be­ 
tween the farmer and his local hard­ 
ware merchant, implement dealer, and 
coal man are diminishing in number 
and importance. Farm prices are ris­ 
ing to levels which permit buying at 
the reduced 
levels which implement 
concerns, fertilizer 
companies, 
and 
other producers and distributors de­ 
pendent on the farmer have establish 
ed for their wares. As for profiteering 
the retailer has 
undoubtedly 
been 
the target for much unfair criticism 
and the total amount of Retail pro­ 
fiteering 
has 
been 
over-estimated, 
it is reported the results 
of Attor­ 
ney-General Daugherty’s price inves­ 
tigation indicate. 
There is some recognition, too, of 
the expense arising from the credit 
accomodation and the service which 
the .local distributor gives. Merely to 
have goods at hand when they are 
needed is a service for which the 
farmer must expect 
to pay. 
It 
is 
manifestly unfair that he should buy 
all goods for which he can afford to 
wait a week or two from the mail or­ 
der house and then rush pell-mell to 
the local hardware store for a box of 
bolts, expecting to buy them ag cheap 
ly as 
from 
the

distributor 
F>00 miles away, whose expense is 
much less in proportion to his volume 
of business. 
Cooperation between the merchant 
and the farmer is 
needful 
for 
the 
good of both. The merchant serves 
the farmer in a legitimate way, and 
the farmer in turn is indispensable 
to the small 
town 
merchant. 
The 
merchant should keep prices at their 
minimun and the farmer should 
pay 
any reasonable price for the privilege 
of driving only a few miles and him­ 
self choosing from a varied stock the 
goods he needs.

000,000 richer by reason of the do­ 
cent a bushel advance in wheat and 
$400,000,000 richer by reason of the 
30-cervt a bushel advance in corn.
